Those Courteous 
Chinese 


Editorial — By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
It is becoming clearer with even 
passing day that the Common: t 
Chinese are not eager to identifj 
themselves with the new mood of 
“ peace and good will” emanating 
from Moscow. 
To be sure, they have released 
the 15 American fliers held o Iona 
in Red jails. But, as has been well 
noted, they had no right to hold 
them as they did. 
The ll fliers just freed had shock­ 
ing stories to tell of torture rn Red 
prisons 
Col. John Knox Ainoi I 
Jr., a leader in the group, told of 
hands being manacled so that 
ir 
culation was cut off. 
He hinted at 
more brutal treatment, but e n: 
not bring himself to speak of it 
Confronted with these acc a: :- 
Peiping’s representative at the I 
S.-Red China talks in Geneva bland 
iy said: “Lies.” In this reply was 
nothing but contempt for the Unit 
ed States, for free men, for any­ 
one who puts value on individual 
human life. 
But Red China’s ready dismi 
ai 
of its own brutalities is a sad mis­ 
calculation. 
We and all free men want an 
easing of tensions in Asia as v e 
want it in Europe. 
But as a price 
for that relaxation, we are not pre 
pared to condone criminal tortures 
or any other of the familiar forms 
of Communist outlawry. 
We are talking w ith Peiping the e 
days not because we at last er 
dorse the Red regime unofficially, 
but because we will resort to an> 
practical device which might prom ­ 
ise freedom for wrongfully impris 
oned Americans. 
Peiping should 
already under­ 
stand thoroughly, however, that rn 
our quest for that goal we will rot 
play the Communist-’ game. 
We 
flatly refuse their demand that in 
exchange for their release of some 
40 civilians now either in jail or 
denied exit, we should give the 
Peiping authorities some kind of 
control over 5000 Chinese students 
in the United States. 
There can be no such bargain 
because there is no parallel be­ 
tween persons wrongfully detained 
and a large group of students who 
have come to America of their own 
will. None of these latter is in jail, 
and all have been assured they may 
return to Red China if they wish. 
This is a crass performance, of 
a piece with Peiping’s contemptu­ 
ous shrug over the torture of our 
fliers. 
It suggests that the Com­ 
munist Chinese are not yet fit even 
to have a look at the U N.’s back 
door, let alone to make a dignified 
entry out front. 
If hereafter there is in fact an 
easing of Asian tensions, we must 
assume it does not reflect a chan e 
of heart at Peiping, but rather a 
change 
of 
circumstances 
which 
forces the Communists’ hand. We 
are learning not to look for sign 
of humanity from China’s prism 
fives.
